Chantiy Flats Rd. area r^idents 
demand action and get it 


As predicted, the proposal that Chantry Flats 
Road be closed during the nighttime hours created 
the biggest furor at the Sierra Madre City Council 
meeting Tuesday evening. The chambers were 
loaded with mostly proponents and just a sprink¬ 
ling of opponents speaking up. 

George Salisbury presented a petition of 622 
signatures and Dr. Jake Fakoorny, M.D., emer¬ 
gency medicine specialist, discussed a grocery list 
of statistics intended to sway council members. 

Fakoorny said there were 40 major injury 
accidents in 1986, 50 to 60% which occurred after 
dark. He said Sierra Madre Volunteer Firemen 
had at least two calls per month. 

He quoted The Sierra Madre News Police 
Blotter that showed “at least 40% DUl occurring 
in that area (Chantry Flats) and reiterated the 
problems: “drugs and alcohol, dangerous road and 
darkness of night.” 

The gravity of the situation that exists seems 


like a dangerous situation that needs to be looked 
after,” he concluded. 

Former Mayor Elaine Rudolph beseeched and 
cajoled the council by describing a recent situation 
in which she heard the sirens going up the Chantry 
Flats direction. “Both police department cars and 
the EMTs were up there and 15 minutes later they 
were released. That’s a 15-minute delay plus 10 
minutes to come down. Would your loved one wait 
for about 27 minutes? ... If you want an extra 
police car, OK. Get an extra car. I would not 
want to pay the price of that luxury ... I hear 
the cabin owners are against this (road closure). 
Look through the petitions and you’ll find cabin 
owners in favor of this . . . Nature lovers are 
scared off . . . (This problem) has been researched 
to death. Here we are again — not for a few people 
who live on Santa Anita . . . Don’t research for 
another 25 years.”

Frank Young at Young’s Service Station 
(formerly Chevron station) in Sierra Madre 
informed The News that appraisers from Chev¬ 
ron were out Tuesday to determine the worth 
of the structure that is still standing. 

“We have had no communication (with 
Chevron) whatsoever. At this point, we’re just 
waiting to see what they come back with on 
the structure we’d like to purchase,” Young 
told The News. 

Chevron decided last month to discontinue 
the station’s gasoline pumping service and re¬ 
moved the logos off the buildings and tore 


^down the gasoline pumps. They offered the 
remaining station structure to the Young bro¬ 
thers, Frank, Mark and Bruce, at a price the 
Youngs felt they could not afford. The Youngs 
hope to continue their mechanical repair ser¬ 
vice. 

The decision has been in limbo since 
Chris Gordon led the community in signing 
petitions around town urging Chevron to rein¬ 
state the gasoline service. Many citizens also 
wrote letters to Chevron.

Life in a smaii town iibrary

It is a place not quite like any other in the 
world — not because of its unique and advanta¬ 
geous setting at the foot of the Sierra Madre 
mountains — not because of its architecture, so 
suited to the site - not because of its decor — 
which is confortable and pleasing, but not exactly 
House Beautiful. No, there is something less iden¬ 
tifiable that makes the Sierra Madre Library rather 
special. 

It has to do with the people — beginning 
with those early families who planted the seed for 
a love of learning and culture that has flourished 
and grown here. It has continued with a citizen¬ 
ry that has always loved and supported its lib¬ 
rary, through bond issues and programs and pat¬ 
ronage. It has to do with the people who make 
up the staff — friendly and personable, who like 
their work, their town and their library. It has to 
do with the people who make up the Friends, 
who work so long and hard and so creatively 
to raise money for many projects. It has to do 
with the people who volunteer every week in nu¬ 
merous ways. 

Yes, it is the people. But, ii is sometiung 
more — an intangible quality that exist here, a 


special feeling, a feeling of hometownness (rare 
anymore and especially in a large, metropolitan 
area) — of friendliness, of caring. 

It’s the kind of feeling that prompts one man 
to bring to the library, once or twice a week, 
bouquets of fragrant roses. 

It’s the kind of feeling that inspired another 
patron to walk in one day and donate a leather- 
bound set of the Great Books, worth hundreds of 
dollars. At that time, he probably didn’t have 
enough money for his next meal, but he felt that 
the library would care for the books better than he 
could and he knew where they’d be if he ever 
wanted to use them. 

It’s the kind of sentiment that makes a person 
know that it’s perfectly all right to call the lib¬ 
rary and say, “Is my son there? Would you please 
tell him I need the car?” Or when someone has a 
bumper crop of avocados, what better place to 
share them than with one’s friends at the lib- 


And the discussions that come up there; one 
can hear any subject from Immanuel Kant’s phi¬ 
losophy to auto repair, from recipes for lemon 
bread to the latest release of a rock music group.

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Protect yourself 
against accidents 

No ono ever plans on having a car 
accident Yat thousands taka place each 
t year, some causing serious and fatal In¬ 
juries. 

Many are caused by careless or Iimx- 
perienced drivers in poor road conditions 
they cannot handle, and over 50% of fatal 
accidents involve drunk drivers. If you can 
avoid these drivers and follow some basic 
guidelines, you can be safe on the na- 
i tion’s highways. 

1. To protect yourself from potentially 
dangerous situations, extend your field of 
vision to include everything down the road 
within 100 yards. 

2. Always look for avenues of escape 
that could be taken should an accident 
appear likely. 

3. Always adjust your car speed to ac¬ 
commodate the road conditions at hand, 
and leave sufficient space between ve¬ 
hicles to bring your car safely to a stop. 

4. Don’t slam on the brakes to avoid 
an accident; this leads to wheel lockup, 
skidding and loss of steering control. 
Instead, pump the brakes gently. 

5. Small car drivers should make cer¬ 
tain they are in the other drivers’ vision. 
Give larger vehicles, like trucks and buses, 
a wide berth. 

6. Drive with headlights on during per¬ 
iods of poor visibility. 

7. Keep adjustable head restraints at 
a position closest to your ears to help 
avoid whiplash in a rear-end collision. 

a. Most importantly — use your seat 
belt. Seat belts reduce the likelihood of 
death and serious injury in an accident 
by at least 50%. 

No smoking in

“Here in Los Angeles County, it is 
estimated that 11,220 people die each year 
from smoking-related diseases,” Hahn 
said. “Nationally 85% of the 126,000 
Americans who died from lung cancer last 
year — 107,000 people — contracted the 
disease because they were smokers. 

“Hospitals are places where people 
go to reclaim their health. Smoking should 
not be permitted. Harbor-UCLA has proved 
that anti-smoking policies can be instituted 
and enforced. It is time to expand this 
policy to other county hospitals.”

Two long years had gone by since Jim’s 
death, but Susan still felt depressed. There was 
such a feeling of emptiness and incomplete¬ 
ness. She needed to say so many things to 
her husband before he died. She wanted him 
to know she loved him and that she forgave 
him for playing golf so much. She wanted 
him to know how proud she felt of him 
even though she often teased him. And she 
needed to know if he still loved her, if he 
understood her mood changed and if he wasn’t 
too disappointed that she never learned to 
cook as well as his mother. 

And, yet, even after two years, she still 
needed to know what those feelings were. She 
still had a strong desire to clear up issues 
in their lives — to end the relationship on a 
positive note. 

Susan’s plight is not uncommon. So many 
families wish to protect their dying members 
from the depressing awareness of their immi¬ 
nent death. Many doctors also, with the most 
benevolent of motives, try to ease their pa¬ 
tients’ anguish by withholding knowledge of 
their patients’ terminal condition. 

Yet, depressing as the news is, most pa¬ 
tients appreciate being told the truth. It gives 
them a chance to complete their business and 
to finish their lives in peace. And family 
members also, as in Susan’s case, need to end 
their relationship with their loved one so as to 
experience a sense of closure.

What’s behind the tradition? 

Unexpected origins of wedding customs 


It happens in cvciy w^ing: The bode 
and groom exchange rings. They share 
cake. The bride throws her bouqi^. But 
do you know how these customs began? 
THE BRIDE: A Celebration (Harry N. 
Abrams, Inc.), a book by Barbara Ibber, 
Editor-in-Chief of Bride s magazine, re¬ 
veals their sometimes surprising ongins. 

The bride throws her boucpiet so an un¬ 
married friend can “catch” some luck in 
mmance. goes the modem explanauon. 
But the custom actually started as a form 
of self-defense. 

Whatti behind it 

In times past, belief in the mystical 
value of a bride’s adornments prompted 
friends and strainers alike to try to grab a 
piece of her outfit. Eventually, some 
clever bride found that by flinging her 
flowers away from herself, the crowd 
would have something to fight over — and 
she would escape inUKt! 

The weddii% party originally served the 

serious purpose of protecting the bride and 

groom from the curses of evil-wishers. 
They dressed in clothes exactly like those 
of the bride and groom, so the identity of 
the happy couple was kept secret on the 
way to the church and until they were 
safely married. 

Food of love 

The first piece of wedding cake is cut 
and eaten the bride and groom as a car¬ 
ryover from the time when the sharing 
of food or wine often twu the marriage. 
Teutons, for example, were considered 


wed after drinking mead together for 
thirty days. (The word bridal comes from 
bride-ale.) 

The aisle runner protected the bride 
from evil spirits vdio, it was thought, lived 









below the ground. These demons were 
also feared to lurk around doorways, 
hence the bride is carried over the thresh¬ 
old of her new home. 

The why of rice 

Rice symbolizes the ^e-old hope that 
the couple will be as fruitful as the earth. 
In France, guests shower the bride and 
groom with wheat; in Morocco, with rai¬ 
sins, figs and dates. 

We clink glasses when we toast the 
bride and groom in order to produce a 
bell-like sound (bells were believed to be 
repellant to the devil). 

"The kiss," as a significam moment in 
the wedding, dates fi^ the Roman Em¬ 
pire. At that time, the betrothal ceremony 
consisted of a kiss and the exchange of 
rings, with the kiss being the actual legal 
bo^. 

The trousseau, or dowry, was actually 
an early form of life insurance since it was 
meant to ensure that the bride could sur¬ 
vive without her husband if the need arose. 

Ring lore 

We wear the wedding ring on the third 
finger of the left hand because the phar¬ 
aohs of Egypt believed a vein, the “vena 
amoris," ran from that finger directly to 
the heart. 

The honeymoon began, when, in an¬ 
cient marriages by capture, the groom 
kept his bride in hiding to prevent search¬ 
ing relatives from finding her. The word 
itself comes from the eariy Ibulonic cus¬ 
toms of couples drinking an aphrodisiacal 
honey drink for thirty days, or one cycle of 
the moon.

A few examples: 

• The green emendd signifies grawir^ 
love. In ai^ition, it was saM to strengthen 
the memory and to help its owner become 
an eloquent speaker. It was also thought to 
give the power to predict the future and to 
make people more intelligent and hone^. 

• The amethyst symbolized prot^on, 
peace, trariquili^, piety, spiritual wisdom, 
humility, sincerity and conteitment. It wm 
also said to protect a person against intoxi¬ 
cation, to improve the complexion and to 
prevent baldness. A dream of amethyst 
meant the dreamer was safe from harm. 

• The aquamarine, in its shades of 
blue, comes from the Greek word for sea 
water and is therefore the gemstone of 
sailors, possessing the calming effects of 
the sea, and aids those who travel by wa¬ 
ter. It was also thought to establish happy 
marriages. Should harmony flee, it would 
help reconcile the partners’ differences. 

• The red ruby signified peace and 
health. Never make faces at a ruby or ig¬ 
nore one, because it will grow dull if 
slighted or not worn or seen. 

. • Marriage partners used to put gr^t 
faith in a sapf^ire, which signifi^ fidelity 
because, if its luster dimniM, one knew 
that his or her spouse had been unfaithful. 

• The topaz was said to improve dim¬ 
ness of vision, and the peridot was used as 
a remedy for sinus problems. 

• The ever-popular diamond has a long 
history of folklore and tradition. It was 
considered a bearer of victory and an em¬ 
blem of fearlessness and invincibility; it 
was said to drive away ghosts if worn on 
the left arm. It was reputed a protection 
against poison and a bringer of good for¬ 
tune. It was even said that it could make 
the wearer invisible! 

There are endless wondrous stones and 
legends, according to Jewelers of Amer¬ 
ica, and specially designated colors and 
gems for birthstones and wedding anni¬ 
versary stones. 


When did it all begin? Before written 
history.

Lending tips for housing 


Today’s home mort¬ 
gage borrower should ac¬ 
quaint him- or herself 
with the advantages each 
type of loan has to offer 
in order to decide which 
best suits their borrow¬ 
ing needs. 

To help consumers ac¬ 
quaint themselves with 
the differences in the 
most popular types of 
home equity loans avail¬ 
able in today’s market. 
The Money Store offers 
the following definitions 
and guidelines: 

Second Mortgage or 
Home Equity Loan — 
This loan is usually for 
a fixed sum of money 
which is given to the bor¬ 
rower in one lump sum 
and repaid over a spe¬ 
cific time period, interest 
rates can be either fixed 
or adjustable. 

Some home mortgage 
lenders require that sec¬ 
ond mortgage loans be 
used for a specific pur¬ 
pose, such as home im¬ 
provements or to finance 
a college education. 
Other lenders, like The 


Money Store, have no 
such requirement. 

Home Equity Line-qf- 
Credit or Line-of-Credit 
Loan — This type of 
loan works on the same 
principle as that 'of a 
credit card, whereby the 
lender agrees to estab¬ 
lish a line of credit for 
the borrower that can be 
borrowed against at any 
time for any amount and 
any purpose. 

As with a second 
mortgage loan, the line 
of credit is determined 
by the amount of equity 
the borrower has accrued 
in his home. 

Interest rates charged 
on home equity line-of- 
credit loans are usually 
adjustable rates, al¬ 
though some lenders will 
make fixed rate linc-of- 
credit loans, usually a 
few points above prime. 

Fixed Rate Loan — 
The term fixed rate 
means that the interest 
charged on a home mort¬ 
gage loan — wheihci ii 
be a second moitgage oi 
line-of-credil loan will 


remain the same for the 
life of the loan. 

Positive aspects of fix¬ 
ed rate loans include the 
fact that monthly repay¬ 
ments will always remain 
the same for the life of 
the loan whether that be 
one year or 15 years. 
For example, if interest 
rates soar into the 18 and 
19<?^o area as they did in 
the ’70s, consumers with 
loans taken out at to¬ 
day’s low interest rates 
would benefit. 

Adjustable Rate Loan — 
Adjustable rate loans 
have the most variables. 
The term refers to those 
loans whose interest 
rates fluctuate with the 
economy. Borrowers 
should be aware that 
lenders may use different 
economic barometers by 
which to set their rates. 
While most lenders use 
the prime rate as a ba¬ 
sis point, some use Trea¬ 
sury index figures. 

Consumers seeking 
adjustable rate loans 
should look for those 
that offer interest rate 


caps that ensure that tl^ ’ 
loan’s interest rate can- j 
not increase more than a 1 
pre-determined amount 
of percentage points per * 
year and with a cap on ^ 
the highest amount of in¬ 
terest that can be char¬ 
ged over the life of the 
loan. (A lifetime cap of 
6 % is considered appro¬ 
priate). ’ 

A positive aspect of 
adjustable rate loans is 
the fact that they permit 
borrowers to take ad¬ 
vantage of any decrea¬ 
ses in interest rates that 
may occur. A negative 
point is that they can al¬ 
so increase as interest 
rates increase, causing 
monthly payments to be 
unstable.
